Art  1.  A  lieutenant-general  shall  be  appointed  by  Hla  Majesty 
.  to  the  post  of  division  coimnander,  who,  under  the  com¬ 
mand  of  an  army  com'ionder,  shall  be  the  head  of  the 
army  units  under  his  contvol  and  shall  control  matters 
concerning  military  affairs  In  compliance  v/lth  orders 
of  the  array  oomrac.nder. 

Art  2.  The  division  commander  shall  conduct  the  mobilization 
plan  of  the  respective  forces  under  his  command* 

Art  3*  The  division  commander  shall  assume  the  responsibility 
for  the  training  of  forces  under  his  command. 

Art  4*  The  division  commander  shall  assume  the  defense  of  the 
divisional  district  In  his  charge  in  compliance  with 
regulations  decided  upon  by  the  army  oommandor.

Apt  5*  The  division  commander  can  make  use  of  forces  stationed 
In  the  area  of  defense  In  his  charge  but  not  assigned  to 
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his  cotarAcind,  for  the  aikc  of  usicnse  rauiiuocuvres. 

In  the  oasu  of  the  procedint;  porut^ruph  tho  ai vision 
comm'onder  should,  in  r.dv^oo,  consult  vith  corsLianaors 
of  the  forces  coucei’ncd. 

j.rt  6.  The  division  com/.nder,  vvhen  tasked  for  umed  forces  by 
u  profccturt.l  oC>vemor  to  .'av.int-ln  tri.n'^iUllity  in  the 
district  concerned,  is  uUthorlscd  iuiaeaiGtely  to  comply 
v.lth  the  dcsnrnd,  if  the  slsutition  is  critical. 

V.hen  tho  situation  is  too  imnilncut  to  expect  the 
eovemor’s  deaund,  the  ul vision  coianiunaer  is  authorized 
to  toJee  adequate  measure  by  means  of  usin^i  troops.
